Claims 1-20 have been presented for examination. 



Election I Restrictions 



2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
claimed inventions. Restriction to one of the following invention is required under 35

I. (Group 1) Claims 1-11 drawn to a computer system for pre-login 
data access to the local information, classified in class 726, 
subclass 19. 

II. (Group 2) Claims 12-17 drawn to a data synchronization process 
when switching the computer from the insecure state to the secure 
state, classified in class 726, subclass 18. 

III. (Group 3) Claims 18-20 drawn to a process for accessing remote 
information during pre-login data access stage, classified in class 
726, subclass 7. 



Inventions I -III are related as combination and subcombination disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombination is distinct from the 
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combination and the subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable.

Invention III has separate utility directed to a process for accessing remote 
information during pre-login data access stage including a remote server or a local 
server.
